First: I would suggest the definitive reduction of the Nint in 
Yew Orleans to the business of an assay office, with a corresponding 
curtailmentof the force. “lis is abunéamtly warranted by the amount 
of business handled in New Orleans. New Orleans is far removed from 
the natural sources of gold and since the cessation of the coinage of 
ths silver dollar the Mint has not had sufficient material to work 
upon to justify its continuance as a coinage plant. In 1907 the 
totel number of deposits amounted to 762, a sun exceeded by the de- 
posits in Helena, which numbered 964, by the deposits in Hoise, which 
mmibered 1,576 end the deposits in Seattle, which nwabered 4,195. In 
1509 the total devosits anounted to 918 while the deposits in Poise 
amounted to 1,697, in Carson to 1,052 and in Seattle to 2,057. The 
value of the gold deposits at New Orleans in 1907 was %6874,000., in 
Helena, $2, 052,0006, in Boise, $884,000., in Seattle, $22,261,000.

The 
equipment is probably worth from $6,000 to $7,000 end in- 
cludes & large amount of platinum ware. Much of the 
equipment is special and particularly adapted to mint work 
and not found in any othor leboratory connected with the 
government departments.

There are three persons euployed in this laboratory, namely: 

an assayer at $2,200 per anaung an assistant at $1,200 per amu,

The work of the laboratory consists chiefly in the examination 
of coins received from the various mints, aad the assaying of the sme 
to determine whether ob nit Slay ace wishin tha: Legal Limit of tol- 
erance as to velit aud fineness. The canaver 6f the Laboratory is 
required So act as wnpire in adjusting differences between the minor 

_ assay offices and the mints vhenever there is any material difference 
reported in the fineness of shipments of bullion made by the minor 
assay offices to the mints. The laboratory is frequently called 
upon to make assays of connterfeit coins received from the Secret : 
‘Service to determine the composition of the sams. | 

The practice of the Mints is uot to pay out coins from any 
Gelivery until after the same have been passed upon in the laboratory 
| of the Bursan. Frequently 1+ has been found necessary to telegraph 
results of the assay of coine received from the mints to facilitate 
the shiyment of the same ou orders from the Treasurpr's Office. The 
laboratory is absolutely necessary for the proper porformance of the 
“Quties of the Mint Bureau and should be mnder the immediate control 
of the Director of the Wint. Its work is eutirely different fron thst 
of any ohne lsboratory connected with goverment departments. It is 
sential that the Director of the Mint should be able at all. tines
